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ABSTRACT,  &c.

— For,  from  the  firft  day  my  aetherial  medicines  and 
applications  agreed  perfectly  well,  and  produced  very  fenfible  and 
viiibie  good  eftedts,  Her  appetite,  fpirits,  and  looks  every  day  im¬ 
proved, — thefweliings-decreafed; — and  the  fores  healed; — mfomuch 
that  in  a  few  weeks  lire  was  able,  and  actually  did  walk  to  theiea-fide 
for  air  and  exercife,  and  fometimes  home  again,  which  is  at  lea  ft 
three  Englifh  miles.  The  young  lady,  with  a  degiee  of  good  fenfe,
